- With respect to claims 19-38, the prior art fails to teach a method for transporting 
synchronous network traffic across an asynchronous transfer mode (ATM) network, 
comprising: receiving a network request for a cross-connection at a switching node in an 
ATM network, the network request comprising a destination identifier specifying a 
destination switching node and further comprising bandwidth requirements for 
supporting the cross-connection; retrieving from memory bandwidth allocation 
information for the switching node, the bandwidth allocation information specifying a 
plurality of bandwidth blocks; allocating one or more bandwidth blocks for the cross- 
connection; updating the bandwidth allocation information to reflect the allocated 
bandwidth blocks; updating the bandwidth allocation information to include the 
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destination switching node; receiving an ATM cell comprising header bytes, information 
storage bytes and synchronous network traffic stored in the information storage bytes; 
and communicating the ATM cell using the bandwidth allocation information without 
individually switching the information storage bytes.
